OPINION OF THE PRESS. 

‘We are glad to observe that the conductors 
of the North-China Herald have again fol- 
Jowed the commendable practice of reprinting

Tus famine in India continues to in 
crease in severity, and the Government 
finds itself saddled with the support 
of, it is calonlated, some two millions 
of its own subjects, besides a possibly 
equal number in Sir Jung Bahadoor’s 
sovereignty of Nepal. The district 
afflicted is not very extensive, as com- 
pared with the entire peninsula 
of India, reaching only some 250 miles 
from East to West and about 200 
from North to South. It is, however, 
the most’ thickly populated in India, 
and the population bas continued to 
increase under British rule out of 
proportion with themeans of subsistence. 
At the present moment, the paramount 
duty of the Government is to endeavour 
to reduce the actual suffering to a 
minimum, but the difficulties in the 
way are of a serious and alarming 
description. It is not that rice cannot 
be procured in sufficient amount—for 
with regard to this, we aro glad to 
notice that the outery against the ox- 





portation of rice from Calcutta has 
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greatly subsided in the face of the 
enormous crop available at Rangoon— 
but, as we pointed ont before, the want 
of internal communication which is 
really at the root of the distress in 
Behar. In some districts opportune 
rain at the beginning of February 
enabled the spring crops to grow fairly ; 
but in the worst districts about Tirhoot, 
Chumparun and Saran, even the boon 
of a couple of days rain was denied, 
and the country is literally. burnt up. 
The rivers suffer from the universal 
drought, and roads do not exist; and 
the natives themselves, accustomed to 
isolation, do not possess the means, nor 
apparently the ability necessary to in- 
stitute a system of carriage. The Chi- 
nese coolie with his bamboo appears to 
advantage compared with the Indian 
ryot who carries his little load 
of rice on the top of his head; 
and it is not to be wondered at that to 
the more energetic Europeans the 
Government has to look for the 
slightest assistance. Relief works are 
being instituted through the country, 
and these are taking the useful form 
of roads and tanks, the. two great 
wants of the district. Pressure is 
being put on the native zemindars, to 
make them assist in the work. Like 
most natives they are utterly incapable 
of comprehending the situation, but 
have, under a sort of gentle compulsion, 
fallon in with the view of the Govern- 
ment. Few of them, as may be con- 
ceived from the description of the 
country, have any ready money. So 
the Government advances the neces 
sary sums, to be laid out by them in 
works of a reproductive nature. This 
is probably the least objectionable form 
of relief, but unless some great change 
take’ place in the customs of the 
people, and their practical isolation, 
it is difficult to see how these 
advances can be repaid, © What 
the famine is likely to cost, we may 
conjecture from an estimate drawn up 
by the Friend of India. Under the 
heading of reproductive works, such as 
railways and canals, it estimates that 
an expenditure of five millions sterling 
will be needed. ‘The purchase of rice 
will cost six millions, the cost of trans- 
port three millions, making up four- 
teen’ millions sterling. To this large 
sam it pdds five millions more as the 
probable direct loss of revenue, making 
the cost some eighteon millions ster- 
ling of which only five will return any 
fnture benefit. Very properly the 
Friend of India points out that a pro- 
portiop of this should be met with an 
increase of direct revenue. It opposes 
the principle of taking off the Income-

tax adopted by Lord Northbrook last 
year, and points out the increasing 
number of the mercantile and middle 
classes who practically, in a case like the 
present, escape having their fair share 
of thé burden. It also calls out for a 
famine loan, which under the circum- 
stances seems inevitable, and which, as 
our readers may have remarked from 
recent telegrams, has been acceded to 
by the new Government at Home. 
Descriptions of famines are always heart- 
rending, though they have a general 
sameness; but energetic measures are 
being taken, by the division of the dis- 
tressed districts into sections under 
relief committees, to make the distribu- 
tion of aid as extensive as possible. 
The Government finds much assistance 
rendered by the Indigo planters, who 
have applied freely all their plant to 
assist in the transport of grain. Such 
is the wretched condition of the coun- 
try in this respect, that it is calculated 
that to move every ton of rice will cost 
no less than eleven-pence per mile! 
‘These things do not speak well for the 
financial wisdom of past generations of 
Indian statesmen. The check to in- 
crease of population afforded by a weak 
and despotic government has been 
taken away, and we have introduced 
none of the more civilised checks 
which a better mode of life would de- 
mand. In consequence, the natives have 
gone on increasing in numbers till they 
cumber the soil. In a district without 
roads, without large towns, and without 
manufactures, we discover a popula- 
tion of no less than from 700 to 800 
inhabitants to the square mile, all 
subsisting or trying to subsist on the 
out-turn of the rice crop. We more- 
over find that the annual increment of 
the population has been at the rate of 
no less than 0.52 per cent, or as_much 
as that of Great Britain with its 
increasing foreign trade and manu. 
factures. 

‘These are serious matters, and 
must be taken in hand if we in- 
tend to rule India permanently. We 
must either provide some artificial 
check to increase, or provide means by 
which that increase may be beneficial 
instead of the reverse. We are sorry 
to say that the means hitherto adopted 
have not been of a nature to effect 
cither end. It is impossible to create 
monied landed proprietors in a country 
where the mere carriage of a crop to 
market costs eleven-pence sterling per 
ton per mile. Centres of wealth which 
would stimulate production and manu- 
factures are thus wanting, and the 
Zemindar and his retainers live much 





like the people around, increasing in 


number so long as their stomachs ar® 
filled, and going to the wall when a 
scanty rainfall cuts short the supply. 
Again, the arrangements with res- 
pect to the land-tax seem throtgh- 
out to be faulty. In Bengal gene 
rally the land-tax has been mado 
a charge at a permanent rate, so 
that Government reaps no advantage 
from increasing prosperity. In other 
districts the charge seems to be of too 
fluctuating a nature, and disgust on the 
part of the people is the result, If tho 
assessment be too low, the result is to 
increase the number of people who can 
continue to exist on the land, a point 
evidently never considered by Indian 
financiers. If too high, no room is left 
for a superior class of landed proprie- 
tors, without whom circulation of eapital 
is impracticable. As a rule, a fairly 
high rate of assessment, not to be 
arbitrarily changed from year to year, 
would probably be the best, It would 
check the inordinate increase of popu- 
lation, would encourage the thrifty at 
the expense of his more lazy fellow. 
cultivator, and would enable a threate 
ened famine to be more directly 
checked, by the remission in such a time 
asthe presentofthe sums of money which 
would otherwise be paid as taxes. We 
have curious instances of the class of 
people whom we have undertaken to 
relieve, in the reports which reach us 
from the famine districts, The Govern- 
mont finds a difficulty in inducing 
Brahmins and Rajpoots to labour on 
the public works, and gravely proposes 
to relieve them privately. If you’ work 
not neither shall you eat, should, wo 
take it, be the rule in such a case, If 
it be to our advantage to have a 
superior class, it is doubly so that it 
should set @ good example to those 
below it. If Brahmins and Rajpoots 
desire to preserve the respect of the 
other castes, they should learn a lesson 
in helping themselves,

Mr. Soward was elected a Trustee in 
room of Mr. Dick, and Mr. Glover takes 
Mr. Gamwell’s place on the Committee. 
In answer to enquiries by the Chairman, 
Dr. Johnston said the new building would 
be ready for use in about six weeks, and 
that it would accommodate 70 patients with 
greater advantages than the old one would 
30. A full report will be found elsewhere.

Consular Court, on Saturday, in the case 
ean and others v. Smith Archer & Co.— 
in favor of the Defendants. 

On the night of the 10th April, a large 
fishing boat was wrecked near Gutzlaff, and 
five Chinese landed on the island in a 
destitute condition. The Customs’ str. 
Kuahsing left on Sunday morning with 
provisions, and to bring the men to Shang- 
hai. Gutzlaff should, we imagine, be the 
first station of the proposed Lifeboat Insti 
tution for the Coast of China, 

The str, Ping-on, so long in dock, and 
so much in the newspapers, made a trial 
trip on Thursday, to test the value of the ex- 
tensive alterations that she has undergone. 
She is now under British colours, and com- 
manded by Captain Mooney. The altera- 
tions consisted of adding forty feet to her 
length, doubling her sides diagonally with 
teak, changing her boiler for that of the 
late str. Chieftain, adding a new screw and 
the like improvements, the particulars of 
which are best known to those who footed 
her bill of costs. The result of the trip 
fully justified the utility of these changes, 
which were projected by Mr, Mackie, her 
former owner, aud reflect credit also on her 
contractors and on Mr. Wigton, her skil- 
ful engineer. Messrs. Tucker, Roberts and 
Blethen, with a number of experts, and alsv 
a squad of dead-heads, availed themselves 
of the opportunity to learn the results of 
the expensive experiment. On reaching 
Half-way Point, the patent log showed 
that she was making over nine knots; a 
ratoofapeed which was maintained through- 
out the trip, even when she was going 
against the tide and a strong head wind. 
As her screw was but partially submerged, 
it was calculated that under the same con- 
sumption of coal, (at the rato of eight tons 
per day), she could make another knot. 
Her revolutions were from 73 to 80 per 
minute; she answered her helm admirably, 
and in a word proved a perfect success, 
surpassing the expectations of the most 
sanguine. On reaching the red buoy she 
anchored, being unable to extend her trip 
to the Lightship in consequence of a dense 
fog that came rolling up the Yangtee. On 
her return she went a short way above the 
Arsenal, and back to her anchorage in good 
time, A word about her passenger accom- 
modation. Provision is made for a’ few 
foreigners, and for a large number of 
first and second class Chinese passengers, 
with whom she is likely to become 
more popular than ever., Captain Mooney’s 
hospitality was fully appreciated by his 
guests, who were harmonious in affir- 
mations touching his jolly-good-fellowship, 
which no veracious man ever denied. All 
wished that his steamer’s name, Anglicé 
“Peaceful-tranquillity,” might attend him 
through his life-long voyage.

‘Thero seems to be a little tempest raging 
at Cumvranc, about the opium trade. 
The local dealers have issued a cir~ 
cular—purporting to emanate from the 
foreign hongs—restricting tho teade in 
opium to certain privileged persons, under 
penalty of utter mercantile extinction. 
B. B. M, Consul has of course protested 
against the combinationas illegal, and called 
on the Authorities to suppress the falso 
document, We have little sympathy with 
the opium trade ; but such proceedings as 
those of the Chinkiang dealers must be 
quashed, on principle. Mr. Medhurst, we 
believe, purposes going to Chinkiang to- 
morrow, to settle the matter. 

The Foocuow Herald gives further parti- 
culars of the damage done by the flood 
which we mentioned last week. It will be 
remembered that a quantity of timber 
was carried away and jammed against a 
bridge, ‘The mandarins could see no 
better way of clearing it than offering it as 
loot to whoever could carry it off. The 
result was the loss of $270,000 worth 
of property, and 200 lives.—An A, D. C. 
performance is announeed.—An Athletic 
Sports meeting is to come off at 
an early date.—'The Races came off on 
the 7th and 8th, Tho meeting was a 
successful one, We are obliged to dofer 
particulars till to-morrow.—Several buoys 
are being placed to mark the entzance to 
the river outside Sharp Peak.—A body of 
native troops are wader ordera for Formosa. 

‘The Jaran Herald gives some furthor 
details of the wreck of the Nil, which will 
be found elsewhere.—It is reported that 
the Japanese contemplate an expedition to 
Formosa, to punish the natives for ill-treat- 
ment of shipwrecked sailors, It will bo 
curious to see how China likes such 
proceedings towards her subjects. Sho 
will probably sit by and say the Japaneso 
are vassals acting by her orders,

foundered, about 18 miles from the 
Gotto Islands, Four Japanese sailors 
and the Chinese assistant  supercargo 
had arrived at Nagasaki; having been 
taken off the island of Koskiki, which they 
had reached in a boat, by a pilot schooner, 
A second boat, in which the captain, two 
mates, two Japanese sailors, the cook and 
5 Chinese had embarked, has not been 
heard of. The City of Niagara left Na- 
gasaki for Taku on the 19th ulto,, and came 
to grief during a heavy N.E. gale which 
occurred shortly after starting. 

Ningpo we have one day later 
papers from Honaxone, but they contain 
nothing of interest.—The Tom Morton has 
gone into dock to be cleaned.—The barque 
George Alfred has been sold for $2,380.—

‘THE FIJI ISLANDS. 


‘Tue cession of the Fiji Islands to Great 
Britain is a curious instance of how a 
growing power may find it absolutely 
necessary to occupy new ground. Far 
from there having been any desire on 
the part of Great Britain to annex 
those islands, successive Governments 
have shirked the obligation which such 
a step would entail, until at last matters 
had come to such a pass in the islands 
that, for the interests of humanity it~ 
self, the annexation became necessary. 
‘A few years ago, all we knew of the 
Fijis was that they were a group of 
fertile islands in the South Pacific, 
whose inhabitants, more than those of 
any other spot on the face of the globe, 
were addicted to cannibalism. Their 
fertility, and their proximity to the 
growing colonies of Australia gradually 
attracted trade ; missionaries went and 
settled in the islands, and induced 
portions of the population to give up 
cannibalism and adopt at least the 
externals of a more advanced civilisa- 
tion. Such was step the first. As 
matters wenb on, foreigners settled on 
one or more of the islands, and these 
foreign settlers began to assume a cer- 
tain amount of power; newspapers be- 
came established, and the place might 
have gone on as other spots have done. 
‘There was, however, a legitimate go- 
vernment in the islands ; the King was 
of the aboriginal stock, and he and his 
people endeavoured to carry on govern- 
mont. ‘This native government was 
too unskilled to do much where for- 
eigners were concerned, and the latter 
were allowed to do much as they 
liked. A spot of this sort naturally 
attracted the worst characters from 
every part. Criminals escaped from 
justice, rained gamblers and peculators 
of every description found a con- 
genial residence in the The 
colony of Queensland required a sup- 
ply of labour, and a sort of coolie 
traffic not unlike that for which Macao 
was a little time ago notorious, seemed 
about to be setup. Stringent Acts had 
to be passed in both the Imperial and 
Colonial Legislatures, to put an end to 
these objectionable practices; and a 
man.of-war had to be stationed per- 
manently about the islands to prevent 
a recurrence. Still the proximity of 
the lawless settlement to Australia 
was a continual source of annoyance to 
the colonies; while in Fiji itself, the 
native government felt utterly unable 
to cope with the new state of affairs. 
Many tenders were made of the 
sovereignty of the islands to Great 
Britain ; but these, though backed up 
by the wishes of the Australian Colonies, 
were refused, unti] at last it became 
evident that if Great Britain did not 
‘undertake the responsibility, either the 
residents or some other power less 
scrupulous would seize the opportunity. 
Notwithstanding the curt nature of 
the telegram received, that the islands 








had been “ceded,” we are probably 
justified in believing that the cession 
has been accepted; so that, strangely 
enough Great Britain finds herself, at 
a period when she requires no further 
colonial extension, in possession of three 
extra colonies. The necessity of re- 
pressing piracy in the Straits bas 
obliged her to virtually annex Laroot. 
Of the bungle through which she 
undertook the management of the 
Dutch Settlements on the Gold Coast, 
we have already spoken; but the 
eagerness of the Government of the 
time to accept this wretched offer from 
Holland is strangely at variance with 
its reluctance to undertake the control 
of the Fijis, where both interest and 
duty pointed in the same direction. 
However, the step has been at last 
taken, and we may rely that, under 
the strict rale of Great Britain, the 
crimes which have made Fiji notorious 
willbe put an end to. 


COCHIN CHINA. 


Iv October last, we published a remark- 
able lamentation from the president of 
the Chamber of Commerce at Saigon, 
complaining that French merchants 
had utterly failed at that colony, and 
that whatever business was done was 
transacted by foreigners of other 
nationalities. The natural inference 
that there must have been something 
radically wrong in the system on 
which French merchants worked, which 
prevented them from reaping the same 
benefits as their English and German 
rivals, did not strike the innocent- 
minded President. M. Dierx, like the 
husbandman in the fable who ‘appealed 
to Jupiter to look after his fields, saw 
in this nothing but an instance of 
neglect or want of perseverance on 
the part of the French Government, to 
whom, accordingly, he appealed in his 
distress. ‘The French Governments of 
the last three years have shown a Jaud- 
able desire to atone for losses in Europe 
by helping on the colonies of the Em- 
pire, and in this case they seem to have 
yielded, to some extent at least, to the 
Subject of the President's prayer. M. 
Dierx, it may be remembered, said that 
the proper way of advancing the colony 
was to introduce new articles of cul- 
tivation, such as coffee and sugar; and 
so far he was undeniably right. 
Frenchmen failed however in doing this 
because the climate was unhealthy, and 
he therefore prayed that France should 
extend her influence in Annam and 
Tonquin, and more especially in the 
latter place, whither invalids. might 
retire to recruit their health after the 
depressing influences of Saigon. Why 
there should be this peculiarity about 
the physical developement of French- 
men as distinguished from their English 
and German neighbours, who have at 
all events made the attempt to introduce 
these new products, the President did 
not inform us; but this opening of a 
sanatorium seemed to be the panacwa 





for the want of success of the colony. 





Saigon is neither a delightful nor a 
healthful residence, but we certainly 
have no evidence that Tonquin is very 
much superior; and in any case, what 
Englishmen aud Germans could do 
under existing circumstances, French- 
men might easily have managed. The 
French Government has, however, been 
kinder than the deity in the fable; it 
has listened to M. Dierx’s prayer,and the 
result is a treaty between France and 
Annam which, if rather peculiar in its 
provisions, may possibly lead to 
further developement of trade on the 
Coasts of the China Sea. We 
may state, at the outset, that the treaty 
is so far free from any of the exclu- 
sive clauses which have made the Dutch 
notorious in the East. The French 
have for some time claimed a protec- 
torate over Annam, and this is merely 
renewed in form. Three ports are to 
be opened to European trade, under the 
protection of a French Consul; free 
intercourse with the interior, under a 
system of passports viséd by the samo 
authority, is to be permitted ; and au- 
thority for the transit of produce to 
and from China through, Tonguin is 
stipulated. One of the ports to be 
opened is Aannoi (? Anhai) near 
the mouth of the Sangkoi or river 
of Tonquin, which is more or less 
navigable into Yunnan, and the ad- 
vantages of opening which, as a 
means of communication with south- 
western China, we have long ago 
pointed ont. So far, we have little 
to say in condemnation of the treaty, 
which from a French point of view is 
doubtless a most satisfactory one, and 
which so far as foreign nations are 
concerned leaves little to complain of, 
Granted that the opening of the An- 
namese ports by France is an advan. 
tage to foreign trade, it could scarcely 
have been put forward in a more un- 
objectionable manner. Few countries 
would care to open a hitherto sealed 
kingdom, as Great Britain did China, 
to the whole of the world, without some 
corresponding private advantages. 

Having said so much we must, 
however, confess our misgivings when 
we come to look further into the 
treaty. There is a want of lucidity, 
and we may add a want of straight 
forwardness in the later provisions 
which, we fear, must react on our opinion 
of the entire. The Annamite Govern. 
ment, we are assured, agrees to pay an 
“indemnity” to the French ; but for 
what purpose we are not given to un 
derstand. We are not aware of any 
just cause why the French should have 
called on the Annamites for any such 
indemnity. The affair of Lieutenant 
Garnier, however much to be deplored, 
seems when closely examined to have 
been provoked by a course of conduct 
at variance with all international rules. 
Again, the treaty states that France 
“ cedes” to Annam five steamers of 500 
horse-power, one hundred cannon, and 
a thousand breech-loaders. Whether 
this cession is to be taken as the ana- 
logue of the indemnity on the other 
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side, is left to our imagination. Ifit 
‘be simply a commercial bargain be- 
tween-the two countries, it would have 
been better that this should be frankly 
stated. Doubtless the French Navy 
possesses five steamers of 500 borse- 
power of which the country would be 
very glad to get rid; and the oppor- 
tunity. of getting paid for them at 
an extravagant rate, and under the 
sounding name of an indemnity, is 
pleasant. One hundred cannon may 
mean anything or nothing, and the 
dame may be said of the breech-loaders. 
Whatever the King of Anvam may 
know on the subject, other European 
nations.are well aware that France is 
busy changing her armaments. One 
hundred. old cannon and a thousand 
chassepots are uo sacrifice to make ; 
but they had better have been bargained 
through a French merchant,—M. Dierx 
himself for instance, who regrets that 
commercial opportunities are infrequent 
—than inserted in a solemn treaty. 
However much, therefore, we may con- 
gratulate the Governor of Saigon on 
having concluded a treaty which will 
open a promising country to commerce, 
we can hardly. admire these concluding 
articles in the convention. 





‘THE LIBRARY. 


Ovr Correspondent “Old Mortality ” 
lately supplied a very curious and in- 
teresting sketch of the history of the 


“Shanghai Library.” This institution 
was founded as far.back as 1849. The 
original members bave, it is needless to 
say, long ago departed, and indeed the 
wery names of many of these are clean 
forgotten, The Library unquestion- 
ably supplied a want, and bas been loug 
recognized as one of the respectable old 

odies linking the Shanghai of the Past 
to the Shanghai of the Present. It 
_has been froquently asserted that books 
were not in it that were specially re- 
quived, and that its shelves were encum- 
bored with volumes thatnobody ever read. 
Rivalsovieties have arisen, and Book So- 
ieties and Book Clubs have been started 
to furnish a larger number of readable 
works than the funds of the elder body 
conld purchase ;. but these associations 
have, died ont and the Library has 
remained. It has never perhaps been 
® “popular” institution, but it has 
been highly valued by those members 
of the community who enjoy Books, 
and who find reference to standard 
sathors, as well as the hasty perusal of 
modern novels and books of travels, a 
mental necessity, The founders laid 
in a stock of valuable works, and the 
section devoted to history and bio- 
graphy is very rich and complete. 
During the past ten years it has had 
three homes, It found a habitation 
for a.time in the old Masonic Building 
in the Canton Road. Tt was next 
moved to the Club, and latterly it 
has,.been sharing quarters with the 
Royal Asiatic Society, in the eommodi- 
oys structure near the Lyceum Theatre. 
The removal from the Shanghai Club 





appears to have affected the fortunes of 
the Library rather unhappily, to judge 
from an advertisement which we lately 
printed, calling a meeting of subscribers 
to consider whether or no the Institu- 
tion can be carried on! Several causes 
have combined to reduce the Library to 
this unlucky pass. 
eral depression of the Settlement has 
to answer for a part of the disaster. 
Men are very naturally cutting off all 
small extraneous expenses, and a sub- 
scription to the Library is one of the 
first. minor luxuries they lop off. But 
the most formidable rival to the vener- 
able institution in the Gniiomen Road 
is the recently opened Reading Room 
at the Club. The taste and good sense 
that have lately guided the members 
of that Society are conspicuously ex- 
hibited in the appointments of the 
new room and in the choice of the 
volumes that fill the shelves. The Read- 
ing Room is handsome and comfortable. 
‘The furniture is good and the sitnation 
well chosen. There can be little doubt 
that it will be soon one of the most 
popular places of resort in the Settle- 
ment. Still, we confess that it does not 
seem to us to supersede the necessity 
fora Lending Library. Ladies want 
books as well as gentlemen, and they 
cannot (until Mr. Mill's Doctrines 
prevail) become members of the Shang- 
hai Club, Besides, though sound judg- 


|-ment and liberal expenditure charac- 


terize the present Club Committee, it 
will take them many years tocollect such 
a good collection of standard works as 
the Library possesses. . This being the 
case, we think that it would be a mis- 
take to allow the Library to fall, and 
we hope that at the general meeting 
some means to prop it up may be devised. 


It may be premature to offer a sug- | 1 


gestion, but it seems to us that if the 
subscription of the Library need to be 
supplemented in order that the institu- 
tion may be carried on, the Recreation 
Fund might with propriety be applied 
to. This benign power sprinkles its 
pleasant waters upon every languishing 
enterprise which bas for its object the 
well-being of the Community at large, 


and we do not think the Trustees | © 


would grudge a few hundred dollars to 
the Library. Its loaded shelves of Class 
E., groaning under the weight of 
novels and romances, attest that the 
Library has at its command the means 
of recreating the mind and supplying 
that mental relaxation which all of us 
sometimes require. Some other plans 
may be proposed at the general meet- 
ing on Monday next, but we think that

‘THE CHINESE HOSPITAL. 


The annual meeting of friends and sub- 
scribers to the Chinese Hospital was held 
at the honse of Dr. Johnston, the Medical 
Officer, on Monday. Present’ :—Drs, Hen- 
derson, Macgowan, and Johnston; Rev. 
Messrs. W. Muirhead, J. Thomas, E. B. 
Barrett, and Miller; ‘and Messrs. G. F. 
Seward, U. S. Consul-General ; W. G. 
Stronach, Acting British Vice-Consul ; 
R. L Rearon, E. Iveson, Talbot Olyphant, 
J. G, Purdon, A. Wylie, J. G. W. Cowie, 
H. G, Vacheli, H. Lester, &e. 

Before proceeding with’ the business of 
the meeting, the gentlemen present in- 
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spected the new Hospital building, on th 
north side of the London Mission com- 
pound, in Shantung Road. The front en- 
trance opens to large waiting-room, 39 by 29 
feet, which will accommodate the numerous 
outdoor patients on their visits. A dispen- 









sary 24X 16 adjoins, and there are two wards | 


of 25x12 ft., besides general ward, abon 
the same size as the waiting-room, in which 
12 beds can be placed, and the spacious pro- 
jortions of which will afford the patients 
3.000 eubie feet of air. In connection with 
the dispensary is a small room for private 
examinations, and which can be rendered 
wholly dark when required, for ophthalmic 
cases, An assistant’s room, store-room, 
bathrooms, kitchen, servants’ room, <e., 
complete the accommodation on the ground 
floor. The upper floor has, in front, a 
general ward of the same roomty proportions 
as the hall underneath, and its elevated 
sition and favorable ‘aspect recommend 
its reservation to fever cases, A verandah 
runs along the south side of the buildin 
and overlooks the quiet compound an 
arden in front of the Medical Officer's 
jouse. Off the verandah are two good- 
sized wards, each about 25 x 25, to be 
devoted to’ female patients and 'opium- 
smokers, and three small private wards, 
for single patients, Ou the further side of 
the centre corridor are three more of these, 
and an operating room, placed so as to 
‘command a steady north light. A nurse’s 
room, bathroom, &e., are also provided on 
this Hor, The visitors expressed them- 
selves much gratified with the commo- 
dious and well-ventilated style of the build- 
ing, and its entire suitability to the object 
to which it is to be devoted, and compli- 
mented the architect, Mr, Lester, upon its 
apparent success. 
fr, SewarD having now been moved to 

the chair, said the first business was to 
receive the Medical Ofiicer's Report. 

Dr. Jounsron’s Report, of which we can 
only give the briefest precis, referred to the 
yacation in August last of the old build- 
ing, for the Lock Hospital, lent by 
Minicipal “Council. 485 patients. w 
treated in the wards, and 12,388 new cases 
were prescribed for in the dispensary, the 
aggregate of their visite being 41,634. As 
far as could be judged from the statistics 
‘of the Hospital, the past year was a toler- 
ably healthy one among tle Chinese popu- 
Intion. No epidemic prevailed, and there 
was a much smaller number of destitute 
sick brought to the Hospital than in for- 
mer years, 2,994 children were vaccinated, 
30 cases of opium poisoning, all suicidal, 
wore treated ; 26 recovered and 4 died. 
Further experience of the atropine treat- 
ment in these cases has confirmed previous 
observations regarding its efficacy. Among 

es of persons being knocked down or 
over by carriages, and sent to the 
Hospital, 2 proved fatal.’ 33 cases of frao- 
ture and 189 dislocations were treated. In 
conclusion, Dr. Johnston expreases his 
acknowledgments to Dr, Henderson and 
the Chineso assistant, Mr. Chung-foo. 

‘Tho Cuarnwan asked whether, in regard 
to the vases of Chinese who had been in- 
jured by foreign carriages, the foreigners

Dr. Jouxstox—I know a great many 
cases where the foreigners have not taken 
any notice at all, At all events they 
have never sent to ask anything about 
them.

‘Mr. Ivzson here introduced a sugges- 
tion that the Gutzlaf Eye Hospital, con- 
ducted by Dr. Jamieson, ‘might be amal- 
gamated with the Chiness Hospital, if a 
ward in the new building could be ‘alto- 
getherdevoted toophthalmic purposes, tobe 
Known as the Gutzlaf Ward.

Dr. Jouxsrow said it had been his in- 
tention to have an ophthalmic ward in the 
Hospital, and with that view he had paid 
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a good deal of attention to the subject 
when he was at Home. However, he re- 
ceived the suggestion favourably. In a 
place like Shanghai, it was !perhaps advan- 
tageous to centralise these institutions. 

‘The matter was left to be considered by 
the Trustees of the respective institu- 
tions. 

‘Mr. Cowze would like to know whether 
it would be possible to form a class 
of native students, with the object of train- 
ing them in the use and practice of foreign 
medicine and surgery, and that after a few 
Fig study they might be granted some 

ind of diploma, with the view of practis- 
ing among their own countrymen. They 
might not be able to attain the higher 
branches of the profession, but still be of 
great use in practising among the natives 
and curing the commoner ailments. In 
illustration of the great ignorance among 
native doctors with regard to foreign medi- 
cine, he might mention what recently came 
under his own observation. A Chinaman 
with whom he had some acquaintance 
‘was suffering badly from fever, aud he re- 
commended him to take quinine. He did 
80, with the consent of his native medical 
attendant, He (Mr. Cowie) called on him 
a fow days Inter, to see how he was getting 
on, and found him very much worse, 
which was surprising, and suffering severely 
from bowel complaint—rather an awkward 
result after being advised to use foreign 
medicine. Enquiry, however, disclosed 
that the Chinese doctor had been giving 
the man doses of tooth powder, three times 
aday, and that he had been’ taking the 
quinine to mash his tenth. . (Laughter.) 

the speaker thought a vast deal of good 

might be done by disseminating a small 
amount of knowledge amongst natives, 
and letting them attend to their own coun- 
trymen so far as they could, 

‘Mr. Murneap would be exceedingly 
glad to see anything of that kind carried 
out. He had suggested it again and again 
as a very desirable object. He thought 
they might refer it to the Commi 

‘he Cuainman suggested that the Mis- 
sionaries should send home and get their 
Boards to send out a Medical Missionary 
for this purpose.

new sufficient English to understand the 
terms it would be necessary to use in 
materia medica, surgery, or therapeutics. 

Dr. Jouvsron said the subject had been 
brought up year after year, and Mr. Muir- 
head felt very sanguine about it. Feeling 
how imperfectly he could accomplish the 
work at present, however, with the time 
at his disposal, he would not like to ingur 
any further responsibilities. From his ex. 
perience he did not think they could readily 
educate Chinese to prescribe even for ordi- 
nary cases. ‘The present assistant Chung-foo 
could dingnose cases, put up a fracture or 
reduce an abscess as well as most ordinary 
practitioners, and might be sent out to 
practice with a knowledge that he would 
not make any serious mistake in treatment 
oven if he did not always diagnose ace 
ately. But it took 20 years to make 
under the various medical officers. 
difficulty of language was one that could not 
easily he got over, and he was impressed with 
the conviction that they could only succeed 
in producing good Chinese practitioners 
dy sending them to Enrope to be edneated. 
It might ‘ruin the character of foreign 
medicine in the eyes of Chinese, to send 
men into the country imperfectly trained. 
He quite agreed that it was very desirable 
to liave them if they could be got- In the 
course of a few years it would perhaps 
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become necessary to have a resident house 
surgeon, and it would be a great thing if 
they could get a young man from this 
province and send him to be educated. 
If anything happend to Chungfoo, they 
were without efficient resource. 

Mr. Ivesow suggested getting a youth 
up from Hongkong who had already re- 
ceived au English education, and putting 
im in the Hospital, where he would get 
the requisite experience and soon pick up 
the local dialect. 

‘This suggestion was received with favour. 

Mr. Baknerr thought, from what he 
had learnt on a visit to Dr. Kerr’s Hos- 
pital «t Canton, that the Committeo might 
get information from that source both as 
to the training of youth, and the course 
taken in getting sume share of pecuniary 
mupport foF the Eloapital from Chinese. 

In this position the matter was left, and 
the meeting adjourned aiter a vote of 
thanks to the Chairma 

















A MUSEUM FOR SHANGHAI, 


£ well-wishers to the project 
a Museum in Shanghai was 
held in the Asiatic Society's Lecture-room 
on Saturday. WW. H. Medhurst, Esq., 
occupied the chair, and there were also 
present Dr. MacGowan, Rev. Mr. Butcher, 
Messrs. J. J. Keswick, F. Carnie, G. B.

It 
could not be doubted that a Museum was 
quite a practicable thing, in Shanghai, if 
people would only take the trouble to 
collect for it. ‘The specimens they had 
seen exhibited in that room the other 
evening, collected by Dr. Shearer, were a 
roof of what one diligent man might do 
in ashort time and in one place. People 
hiad very little idea of the enormous re- 
sources which existed in this as well as 
other patts of China, and which could be 
made available if but a little trouble were 
taken to collect them. It was only the 
other day that two birds were placed in the 
Consular Compound, which were thought 
to be common storks or paddybirds ; 
and as they were somewhat troublesome, 
he had bezged Mr. Boyce to send them 
away. Mr. Boyce sent them home, aud 
they proved to be altogether new speci- 
mens. They were much noticed, and were 
classified under the name of the gentleman 
who had brought them under observation.

One of the most attractive 
specimens in the Anatomical Musenm at the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Now York, is a glass jar from Shanghai.

A few words on the state of affairs are neces 
sary. ‘The Report for last year describes a 
prosperous state of affairs. On the 3lst of 
December 1873, all seemed going on well. 
But when the subscriptions for this year 
had to be collected a serious deficiency 
was apparent. Whereas we had last year 
an income of Tis. 1,540, we do_not see 
our way this year to more than Tls. 7 
‘This has been an unpleasant discov 
some measures nmst be taken at once. 
Institution has existed ever since 1849, and 
though we have known vicissitudes, we 


































have never been in such a position as this. 
‘The cause of the diminution in the number 
of subscribers is said to be the estab! 
ment of a Reading Room at the Club. 
But this Reading Room, convenient and 
admirable as I am told it'is, cannot supply 
the want which is met by the Library. 
For the Club Reading Room does not 
issue books, whereas we do. And even 
if the Club should in process of time allow 
members to take books out, it cannot 
meet the requirements of the Ladies of the 
Community, who could not go and take 
‘books down from the Club shelves; whereas 
here they can come and choosé the volumes 
they want, Wehavenot met, however, to 
discuss the respective merits ‘of the Club 
and the Library, but to consider what to do 
ata moment in the history of our Institu- 
tion which I may venturo to call critical. 
Tt has been suggested that wo might 
claim some aid from that universal 
benefactor the Recreation Fund. Again 
it has been urged, not without a a!

Mr. Groom said there seemed to be two 
rival institutions, the Shanghai Book 
Club, which had a very comfortable 
room and very few books; and the 
Library here, which had not such 
comfortable room, but many books, 
Conld they not be amalgamated? Tho 
realisation of the books here would pro- 
bably result in their fetching no more than 
the price of old paper, though many of 
them mizht be such asthe Club would 
want, He was speaking entirely without 
authority as to whether the Club would be 
inclined to take any, but they might want 
a portion ; and he believed that when the 
collection was larger, it was contemplated 
to-make it a lending Library. 

‘A few observations were then made on 
the likelihood of the public, not members 
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of the Club, supporting the Library. Ex- 
amination of the subscription list showed 
that out of 185 members only 34, or about 
a sixth, were not members of the Club. 
‘The present number of members is about 60. 

Dr. Maccowan thought this falling off 
might be due to the fact that the Library, 
having been located in the Club, was little 
known outside. He suggested’ that the 
Committee should go to some expense to 
make the institution a first-class Reading- 
room as well as Library. ‘The community 
might be divided into two classes—a book- 
reading, composed largely of ladies, who 
could not go to the Club; and another 
class, including many transient visitors, 
who ‘wonld like to have access to a large 
and well-lighted room, where all the po 
Jar periodicals of the day were to be found, 
To the latter the charge might be made 
‘Tis, Bayear. Ifthe subscription for those 
who wanted books only were made simi- 
larly low, the increased number would pro- 
bably make up the difference. He sug- 
gested a trial of this system for, say, 18 
months; if it were found impracticable, 
let the Institution then die decorously. 

Mr. Coxprer remarked that when the 
subscription was reduced from ‘Tis. 15 to 
‘Tis, 10, the same difficulty was experienced 
in collecting it. 

After sume further discussion, Mr. 
Coxprex proposed the following resolution,

Alone for a few moments, he 
strives to regain courage and to dissipate 
what may have been a fancy, but as he 
rises from his chair, and slowly, with

eyes thrown back on the haunted man.

He hastens the 
marriage of Christian and Annette, anxious 
that the ‘active and intelligent” yen- 
darme—who, since he has heard the story, 
has begun to take a keen professional in:

‘The workings 
of his disturbed imagination, however, con- 
jure up in dreams the very scene he secks to 
eseape. In a temarkably effective way, 
the dream is presented to the audience by 
the parting of the chamber wall, disclos- 
ing « court of justice, before which stands 
Mathias, arraigned for the murder of the 
Jew. He denies everything and asks for 
proofs, but the Court considers the cir- 
cumstantial evidence of his own strange 
behaviour strong proof ; and, as he will not 
confess, order that the mesmerist should 
be called. Against this ordeal Mathias pro- 
tests, but he is obliged to yield, and under 
the mesmerist’s influence he confesses every 
detail of the crime, with expressions of 
tragic horror. He ‘is then recalled from

MADAME ARABELLA GODDARD'S CONCERTS. 
‘Tho privilege of hearing a great European 
artist is one which must necessarily be of 
very rare occurrence in Shanghai 
have occasionally visited our— 
10t inhospitable shores ; but the 
present is the first occasion on which a 
star of the first maguitude has shone on 
our little world here. It is for us to show 
by our reception of Madame Goddard that 
we value the privilege, and so establish a 
claim for similar favours in the future, from 
artista willing to extend the sphere of their 
triumphs. It will be readily understood 
that we have no intention of criticising the 
performance of an artist who has won, not 
the cold approval, but the enthusiastic 
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for the instrument. It is indeed an almost 
incredible feat for a girl of sixteen, 
which was her age then, and elicited 
from the Inte H. F. Chorley, the 
necomplished and somewhat reserved critic 
of the Athenoum, the remark that ‘‘ such a 
tour de force from any lady pianist of 
any country, or of any age, we cannot 
recall.”

cont highly successful season in England. 
‘There were not wanting critics to point 
ont that Arabella Goddard had played the

We 
smiled with grim satisfaction as we be-

Madame Goddard’s first concort having 
been given on mail day, and in immediate 
succession to two highly successful drama- 
tic entertainments, did not attract so large 
an attendance in ‘tho reserved seats and 
dress circle as could have been wished. 
A. considerable improvement in this 
respect was manifested on Tuesday eve 
ing, and the distinguished pianist was 
received with the greatest enthusiasm by 
a large andience, which included many 
of the élite of the community. Her 
performance of Mozart’s lovely sonnta 
in A was something to listen to, not to 
describe. ‘The poetry of the rendering, 
the reverence shown the composer’s work, 
the absence of all vulgar, ad captundum 
artifice, the precision of mechanism and 
accuracy of detail are points which’ we 
might have to insist on in the case of a less 
known player, but they have always been 
so peculiarly associated with Arabella 
Goddard’s name as to need only the most 
passing reference, Not less remarkable 
was the consummate fechnigue displayed 
in the more showy and claborate pieces 
which formed the chief numbers in the 
second part of the programme. Her way 
of playing the Thalberyian movyeau, ros 
minded us forcibly of a passage in Chorley’s 
critique on the style of Thalberg himself, 
“One was reminded,” he says, ‘of the 
noblest organ playing by the huge handful 
of chords thrown ont in the most rapid 
succession, and with such solid precision 
as to suggest the idea of four hands being 
on the keys at once. The tone was 
delicate and singing, and all the passages

It was at once 
apparent that only extraordinary exertions 
could stop it, aud the alarm was passed on 
to the Central Station on the Concession, 
Thence, from some interruption, it was 
found ‘impossible to communicate with 
the English Central Station, and the first 
imation of the outbreak received there 
bencon glare of the fire itself 
against the sky. The height of the flam 

the direction of the wind led to the 
delieg that it was much nearer than it 
really was, and the firebell hastily sum- 
moned the firemen toduty. Aheavy shower 
of rain falling at the time retarded the move- 
meuts of the engines, but they were run uj 
the long distance which some of them had 
to go, with commendable speed.

Fora few minutes the fire threatened to 
get through this southern boundary, but 
the Miholoongs cleared the street (known 
as. the Rue ‘Whangpoo) of inflammable 
continuations, and the engines successfully 
beat the flames back, ‘The Victoria and

tion offered leas resistance. As there was 
risk of its spreading in this direotion, the 
timely aid offered by the Cadmus men was 
directed to pulling down a corner house 
which would have aided its advance ; and 
while they were doing a0, a high wall, on 
the right of tlie little lane where they were 
engaged, toppled over and showered an 
avalanche of hot bricks into the roadway. 
The Chief Engineer marked the danger, 
shouted a warning which’ enable 
thin reach of it to 
was buried to th 
when disinterred, to hi 
jured ; and one of the Cadmus 
party, struck by « falling beam, had his leg 
badly fractured, “Both men wore removed 
to Hospital. ‘The Cadmus men did their 
work well, and deserve acknowledgement 
both for their assistance and the courteous 
manner in which it was tendered to the 
Chief Engineer. From the Moat, the 
French Gas Engine, No. 6, attempted to 
play on this corner, but water was scarce 
and thick. About 6 o’cluck, however, it 
became apparent that the fire was con- 
quered, and that the firemen had ouly 
to give it the last quietns, while the 
party of demolition devoted their energies 
to bringing down the still dangerous walls 
of the house which had caused the unfor- 
tunate accident. 

Altogether, considering the disadvan- 
tages of the situation—the distance both 
from the engine houses and from a good 
water supply, the material the fire had to 
work on, and the disagreeable weather the 
firemen had to encounter, we must com- 
pliment the Fire Brigade on the energy 
they "displayed, and’ tho ‘results they 
achieved. Without a strong and well- 
managed organisation, the spread of the 
fire would practically have been illimitable ; 
and the Chief Engineer,-Mr. Mackenzie, 
and his aides in all positions deserve every 
credit for the judicious and effective way 
in which they worked. A party of men 
from the Russian gunboat Sobul arrived to 

ive assistance, but by this time fresh 
forces had become unnecessary. 

We have already indicated the extent 
of the disaster, and believe 200 to be 
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rather under than over the number of 
houses destroyed. As a rule they were of 
an inferior class, however, and the quarter 
was not the repository of much wealth 
From the crowded state in which Chine 
live, itis believed that more than twice 
that number of familes have been rendered 
homeless. Fortunately no loss of life 
‘occurred, though not a few of the inhabit- 
ants of the locality appear to have be 
roused to a sense of their danger, only just 
in time. 


















LOSS OF THE M. M. 8, “NIL.” 

‘Phe arrival of the Bourayne (March 30th) 
from Uape Iden, Shimoda Bay, and Tage, 
whither she proceeded on Thursday (26h 
March) to the scene, of the wreck of 
the Nil, puts us in possession of additional 
information concerning this untoward 
event.

‘Lhese, however, 
it appears, with the exception of one, had 
been rigged inboard, on account of heavy 
weather, What was the precise interval 
between the ship’s striking and her conse- 
quent sinking is difficult to ascortain, but 
it is said to have been about ten minutes, 
and therefore the crew were unable to get 
out the above-mentioned boats, lashed 
inboard, ere she sank. ‘This may account 
for the ‘extraordinary loss of life we have 
unfortunately to record. Others, on the 
contrary, attribute the excessive’ loss of 
life, so near to the shore, to the fact that 
the coast there is bordered with upright 
and hidden rocks, against which those who 
jumped from the vessel (which all momen- 
‘arily expected to sink), were dashed to 
pieces, or 0 seriously injured that they 
efforts to

two of the sailors, aa the yersel was going 
down, cut tho falls of the only boat at 
liberty hanging outside, jumped into her, 
and pushed off. M. Muraour had, on deck, 
laid hold of a life-preserver, but sank with 
the vessel.

On the 2ist inst, two bodies were 
washed ashore—one that of M. Luccioni, 
with his forehead cut open, and a second 
one that of a Chinaman, with the top of 
his head gone, evidently through being 
dashed against the rocks, Ou the 27th 
inst, another body, that 
was also recovered. 

Oscar Collean, “Esq. the Consul for 
Branco, after landing from the Bouraye, 
proceeded to have the body of M. Luccioni 
interred, ina provisional cemetery newly 
pre jared for the purpose of burying the 

jodies as they may come ashore. The 
bodies of the two Chinamen were also 
interred, 

It is to be noted that the Japanese in the 
bourhood of the wreck treated the 
survivors well ; considerable praise is also 
due to Mr. Johuson, the pilot, for hi 
disinterested conduct’ in supplying them 
with many creature comforts not possessed 
by the natives. —Jupan Herald.

Cause of Wages. 

‘Tho suit was brought by C. H. Nelson, the 
late master of the ship Alhambra, to recover 
the sum of $2,681.26, wages dué. to him as 
commander of the said ship. 

Mr. Rontxsow appeared for the plaintiffs. 

Messrs. Eastes and DRvawoxp represented 
the defendauts—Messrs. Russell and Co., the 
agents of the Alhambra. 

Mr. Rovixsox said this suit was very 
simple in its uature, being only to recover 
wages ; but it involved some questions which 
he thought were new.in this Court, and it 
would therefore be desirable to Lave the 
practice of the Court settled rogardivg them. 
As to the facts of the ease, as detailed in the 
Petition [which were given fully by Captain 
Nelson ia the eubj in-d evidenee, the Petition 
not being read], he. did not know that there 
was any dispute, excepting as regarded 
the amount of salary. Ln point of fact the 
otlier side were not prepared with any answers 
and he therefore considered that the plaintiff, 
why had been a shipmaster for 16 
latter two years being spentin the service fron 
which he had recently been dismi 
entitled {0 the belief that his was a prima 
facie case, and that there was this sum of 
money due to him. If he swore falsely, he 
must be perfectly aware of the penalty to 
which he exposed himself, and the Court had 
every reason to believe’ his statements ax 
being the truth. On the other side Messrs, 
Russell and Co. had not entered the appearance 
they ought in segordance with the practice of 
the Courtof Admiralty. He submitted thatthey 
omitted to tell in what capacity they appeared. 
‘They might be appearing for some one who had 
a collateral interest in the ship, but who had 
nothing to do with the suit; or they might 
possibly appear in the capacity of mortgagees. 
Messrs. Kussell and Co. might be appearing 
at this moment for Trinity House, for aught 
the Court knew. No’ matter’ in what 
capacity they might be, they ought to have 

mat the Court in possession of such particu- 
Fars, that it might know what’ rights 
they represented. ‘Their position might make 
a material difference in the case ;—they 
might be a simple mortgagee in possession, or 
a registered or unregistered mortgagee. ' If 
they had any title at all, they certainly were 
not justifiable in hanging back and. concealing 
it from the Court. Under the circumstances, 
he might infer that they had no title, and 
were not in a position to produce any title.

if they had no title 
Jaintiff had no action, but plaintiff had 
already created them mts for the ship in 
suing them as the defendants. 

‘Mr. Rozrsson did not say for one moment 
that Messrs. Russell and Co. had not a per- 
fect right to appear here and say it was an 
excessive demand ; but if such was their wish 
or instruction, he held it was their duty, 
before the suit was commenced, to lay before 
the Court their grounds of objection if they 
had any.

‘Defendants represented a person beneficially 
interested in the ship ; notice of the action 
was given them, and it was useless for them 
tosay that they were prejudiced for want of 
notice. If defendants ‘were not in the posi- 
tion he stated, they must take the conse- 
quences of pretending to represent a benofi- 
ciary interest. At the same time the actual 
question to be settled upon the evidence 
was, what is the amount to be paid to 
the’ Captain? If his view of the practice 
‘of the Court were correct, by the mode 
in which- defendants had conducted their 
suit, he took it that there was nothing for 
the Court to do but to enquire what amount 
plaintiff was to receive. ‘They bad bis oath 
that he was entitled to a certain sum ; and 
the first statement was supported by that re- 
fing his family, when said he stipulated 
that he should have the right to carry them. 
‘They were in the United States; the persons 
with whom he engaged were in Liverpool, and 
Mr. Smith and Mr. Thwing at when 
they arrived. If their being on board, there- 
fore, was not consonant with Capt. Nelson's 
instructions, how was it there were no letters 
referring to it? 1f the defendants had better 
evidence they should have produced it, and if 
they had not, they could not complain if the 
Court gave credence to the evidence of a 
respectable witness. If the Court decided 
as he hoped it would, he left the question 
of the rate of exchange to it. All that it had 
to settle was, what were the terms of 
iment under which the captain bad rendered 
gertaln srs othe ship. Eha had antag 
hands since Jan. 1872, passed through a great 
deal of peril, and still existed, safe and sound. 
As to Mr. Hiteb's evidence, it might be very 
good if it were to be some day considered

Uf 
the claim, $525.30 was for money ailvanced to 
Capt. Nelson, while he had command of the 
vessel, the remainder being for goods supplied 
by his orders, 

‘Mr. Myauron, after a few preliminary 
remarks, said the defence set uy fe believed 
to be, ‘shortly :—(1) That the goods and 
money were not supplied or advanced as 
alleged ; (2) that Messrs, Russell & Co. were 
the agents of the said ship, and ready to give 
credit for the said goods, and that the master 
had no authority to obtain them upon the 
credit of the vessel ; (3) that the goods were 
supplied in fraudulent collusion with the said 
master; (4) and that the goods were not 
necessaries within the meaning of the statute. 
Upon the first int he should be able 
to prove to his hip, conclusively, by 
the evidence of the plaintiff and Cay 

goods were supplied and the 

money advanced. As to the second point, it 
was quite clear tat there must be proved a 
distinct revocation of the authority of the 
master of the ship before such an objection 
could be accepted, a revocation which must 
not only exist but its existence must be 
pullished “The, defence. set, up was that 
fessrs. Russell & Co. were the agents, and 
were ready and willing to supply these goods, 
but according to the case Artiur v. Barton, 
6 Neeson and Wilsky, page 143, although an 
agent might be appointed, the master could 
nevertheless pledge the credit of the owner 
provided it were the custom of thetrade. He 
believed he should be able to prove by plain-

My books will prove 
it. [have never received orders from agents 
to do so; the captains did it all. .Dhave 
frequently made advances to captains of 
ships, and they have always been paid. 

To Mr. Drvatoxn.—The order book is 
left on board the ship. I have therefore 
no receipt for the goods having ever arrived 
on board, but my man took them down 
in my boat. His name is Ah-Chong, He 
is now at Woosung. I paid the Tis. 113 to 
the captain at my house ; only the clerk was 

nt with us. I gave Tis. 110 notes and 

to the captain. That was all I had in th 
house at the time. I did not ask the captain 
who was going to repay me. I did not ask

ew he was the exptain of the ship, and I 
accordingly advanced him the money. When 





I paid him the $60 my clerk was present ; I 
asked no question. Tid not know the agent 
for the ship at that time. About the 4th.or

to Messrs. Russell & Co. for payment, I 

aw Captain Nelson in Shanghai before, 
Captain Nelson gave me the receipts both 
when the ship was at Woosung and when ho 
was at the Hospital. I closed my account 
with him on February 5th. I do not know 
when he went to the Hospital. I can- 
not recollect the date of my asking the 
captain to pay “me, but it was just be- 
fore Chinese new-year, and had not then 
closed my account with him, He told me he 
could not get the money from the agents, 
Ydid not ask him then who they were. © Tho 
captain has never paid me a cent. 

To Mr. Mysurcu.—When Captain Beadle 
asked me for advances he sometimes said it 
was to pay the wages of the officers and crew. 
I believed it was intended for the ship's use. 
I supposed the agent would repay the money 
L advanced. 

‘Mr. Davastoxp.—But the singular part of 
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it is, he does not know who the agent is. He 
meant the captain. 

Mr. Mynurcn.

‘To His Lorpsme.—The first item I ad- 
vanced was $153. paid it to Capt. Nelson 
by a note of Tis. 110 and $4. (His Lordship 
then went-through ti-e several items advaneed 
by witness, amounting in all to $525.30.) 
Thave put down $103.50 for telegrams ; the 
‘eaptain told me to put it down when made 
‘out the bill. The receipts only shew that the 
captain drew the money for disbursements 
for the ship.

F. A, Burcuarpr, eworn, said—I am cashier 
and accountant for Messrs. Pustan aud Co. 
T remember the Gitlveston being consigned 
to us, It is not usual for us to suppl:

If one of my captains 
Lorrowed money to the amount of a few 
hundred dollars I should think him quite 
justified. 

To Mr. DRumaoNp.—I am not a partner in 
the firm of Messrs, Pustau & Co. Only Mr. 
Behn represents that firm in Shanghai. 
have authority to pay money without consult- 
ing Mr. Bebu, Udo not manage the shipping 

I merely make up the accounts in 
connection with it. ‘The shipping-clerk, Mr. 
Spite, manages this department. 

Ropert Mackenziy, sworn, said—T ama 
storekeeper in Shanghai, and am in the habit of 
supplying ships with provisions. ‘The eaptain 
generally orders them, but very rarely with an 
Order from the agents, I could not instance 
such acase, Isend the bills to the eap 
for his signature. ‘The captain having signed 
them, send them to the agent he names, for 
pryment, I, don't remember any of my bills 
jeing refused payment.

acaptain who is going to pay his bills. We 
always obtain receipts. We very rarcly ad- 
vanee money to captains ; only such amounts 
as $5 or $10.

We have usually a Jarge number of 
vessels consigned tous. I remember the cases 
of the ships Sea Serpent and Tucksing, which 
were consigned to us. It is not usual for us 
to give orders as to the provisioning of a ship, 
unless we have entire charge of her. I think 
in the ease of the Sea Serpent we paid Cheap 
Jack $1,800. ‘The captain is answerable for 
the provisioning of the ship. We scrutinize 
the accounts do not remember one instance 
where we have refused to acknowledge a bill 
for provisions. 

‘To Mr. Drumnoxp—We should require to 
know how every dollar contained in the bill 
‘was accounted for. We always have, in such 
cases as these, proof of the bills being correct. 
‘Asa rule we allow the captain to look after 
the small details of the ship, i.c., the supplying 
of the food for the crew, and so forth, but if 
any Iarge amount is advanced by a compra- 
dore we'should want to know how it had been 
expended. It would not bea right thing to do 
where the ship is entirely under our control. 
Where the ship is not under our control we 
pay the accounts ; where it is, we scrutinize 
them and require the proper vouchers. 

‘Wavnor Ouxeuasr, sworn.—I am a partner 
in the firm of Olyphant & Co. We frequently 
have ships consigned to us. As a general 
thing we do uot give orders to the captain as 
tothe provisioning the ship. 1t depends 




















upon circumstances. In August we paid a 
Ul of $1,300 for the ship Ame. = 

To Mr. Drvantosp.—In regard to the 
Amie, we had the sole control of her. In 
that ‘or amy other case we scratinize care- 
fully the bills of the captains before paying 
them. If hada bill like the one in con- 
sideration put into my hands, I should not 
pay it without having an explanation from 
the captain. If the explanation was unsatis- 
factory I should not pay it. I have ouly 
been here a few months, 

Janes Fxosr, sworn, said—Iam commander 
of the Midwood. I have been a shipmaster 
for thirty years. Inever had such a thing as a 
written contract with the owners. Messrs. 
Olyphant & Co. are my agents. I have pro- 
visioned the ship here, but have got no order 
from Messrs. Olyphant and Co. Such a 





thing is not customary in the trade to my 
knowledge. 

‘To Mr. Druagtoxp—I have no personal 
interest in the ship. 





of Cheap Jack since I have been here this 
time. My agents pay the amount, on the bills 
bearing my receipt being presented. Tt is an 
accommodation both to the agent and myself. 
Thave never had a dispute with an agent as 
to this.

His Lorpsurr said in this case plaintiff had 
himself pat the ship into the hands of the 
ageuts, and this made a great deal of difference. 





But, as in this instance, he would never 
admit the enstom of a captain borrowing large 
sums of money from a compradore. His 
Lordship did not refer to small amounts, such 
as one or two witnesses had spoken ‘of, bu 
he never would admit the principle of a ship's 
compradore being treated as a banker. 

Mr. Mygorou.—But have you ever had 
any such cases here, where small amounts 
were disputed? 

His Lonpsurr.—Many. 

Mr. Druantoxp went on to ask witness why 
he had not applied to Messrs. Russell & Co., 
ag agents, if he had need of advances. 

Witness replied he had not kuown for cer- 
tain that they were agents. 

His Lonpsuxr.—You knew this perfectly 
well ; but the fact of it is there has boen some 
quarrel between you, which has terminated 
in all this litigation, When you arrived in

Ir. ‘Thwing, by which you found you were 
under the orders of Messrs, Russell and Co. 
And I do not believe you would have disputed 
their authority had you not been ill-advised. 
























Witness.—Mr. Miller told me they were 
not 1d agents. 

His —But you had a letter from 
Me, Thwing himself, telling you to put your- 





self under the care of Messrs. Russell and 
Co, and why did wot you do itt We should 
never have heard of all this litigation had you 
done_so. ‘The fact is you were annoyed 
that Mr. ‘Thwing should ave written to you 
as he did, not allowing you the preference you 
had been’ used to, and then you acted in this 
manner. 

‘Witness said he had used every dollar ad- 
‘vanced him for the purposes of the ship. 

His Lonpsmp said he did not doubt that 
witness had but properly used the advances. 

Witness said, and not only that, but 
hie had never been used to being ordered 
about by agents or consiguecs. — - 

His Lorvsui.—You consider that the 
coufidence which has been hitherto reposed in 
‘you was not shewn in this instance ; and that 
being put into the hands of Messrs. Russell 
& Co. was a slight upon you, aud hence the 
whole of this litigation, 

‘Mr. Drvantoxp said, up to the present, no 
evidence had been bronght forward to prove 
that the goods were actually delivered to the 
ship. 














His Lonpsmir held there was prima facie 
evidence of it, and upon that point his mind 
was fully made up. 

Mr. Druaatoxp’said, his Lordship's mind 
being made up on this matter, he must admit 
that ‘the goods were received, for the pur- 
poses of the case. 

Mr. Mynunox said he bad endeavoured to 
prove that it was the custom of the trade for 
compradores to lend large sums of money to 
captains of ships, but as the Court appeared 
to think he had not adduced sufficient proof, 
he thought he had better leave the case as it 
now stood, for his Lordship to decide ; and if 

is Lordship concluded that he had not estab- 
lished the ease, he could not of course recover 

t the ship. 
Loxpsnir said his reasons for objecting 
to the principle were very clear. Ifa captain 
so determined—he was now speaking general- 
ly, as he did not think Captain Nelson would 
be guilty of such an act—when a ship was to 
be ‘held liable, he might enter into collusion 
with a ship's compradore to get money. But 
when he knew he himself was liable and not 
the ship, he would take very good care not to 
apply the money to anything but what he 
Knew was absolutely necessary. If the com- 
pradore brought an action against the ship, 
‘the captain, if in collusion with him, might 
ist him in getting as much money ‘as po 

sible, but when the action was brought against 
himself, he would take care that he purchased 
only those things that were necessaries. 

‘The Court then adjourned.

Reps., page 265, referred to the same 
point, ‘The Chief-Justice said in his decision, 
‘as { have already intimated, to allow such 
an action under such circumstance,” circum 
stances similar to those in this case, “ would 
open the door very wide to collusive demands.” 
After some further remarks adverse to this 
principle, he proceeded to pronounce against 
the claim with costs. Mr. Drummond then 
referreil the Court toa case Vol, 4, Fischer’s 
Digest, 78-93. 

‘His’ Lorpsmrr said he wnust confess that 
such a custom was, to his mind, inconsistent 
‘with common sense ; it would give the captain 
an opportunity to pledge his ship to largo 
amounts, and the absent owner would have 
no control over him, and at the very Inst 
moment the ship would be stopped for debts 
the owners knew nothing about. 

Mr. MynurcH.—But. assuming that the 
money advanced was actually expended for 
the providing of necessaries, there would bo 
no hardship on the owners. 

His Lonpsmir.—Yes, but if the matter was 
put into the bands of the agents in the first 
instance they would use their discretion in, 
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‘the matter, and take caro that no such obsta- 
eles would arise as the seizing of the ship for 
debt, and so forth. 

‘Mr. Drvaoioxp then continued, remarking 
that on page 115, in Abbott on Shipping, the 
distinction between necessaries and money was 
well defined, Money was not to be understood 
‘a3 an indefinite supply of cash, but only for the 
payment of debts or for necessary purposes, 
and expressly for the use of the ship. ‘There: 
fore, although money might have been ex- 
pended in this case for the benefit of the 
ship the owner was not liable to the 
Tender, because it mash be expressly ad- 
vanced for the use of the ship, aniin the 
strictest sense be necessary for the prosecu- 
tion of the voyage—which was not the case 
here, The defendants admitted the provi- 
ns had been supplied, and were ready to 
ay for them—in fact ‘would have done so 
ad it not been for the accompanying claim. 


‘Mr, Mynuros then rose to reply, urging 
that the revocation of the ‘authority 
onght to have been advertised in the news- 
papers ; and that Messrs. Russell and Co., as 
agents, onght to have taken care that such a 
notice was published, in order that a third 
person might not remain in ignorance of such 
‘revocation or restriction. His authority 
on this point was Addison on Contracts. Up to 
the 3rd of Feb. it appeared in the newspapers 
that Messrs, Frazar & Co, were the agents 
of the Alhambra, and not till the 4th of that 
month did Messrs. Russell & Co. take the 
trouble to correct this. Justice Storey, on 

age 141, held that a third party was not to 
Jose Uecause the master of a ship was acti 
without the scope of his authority, no notice 
having been given of the limitation of hi 
thority. Moreover he had proved, to his own 
satisfaction at least, that it was e 
here for people in the position of plaintiffs to 
make small advances, and that the agents had 
always recognised them. And besides this, 
it was a case in which the owners would be 
actually benefited by the disbursements, and 
would ultimately be liable for them. 

His Lorpsmrr.—Will you tell me how the 
ship has been benefited by the spending of 
$303 in telegrams ? 

.. Mr. Mynvrow.—That is a subject for sorut- 
iny. 

‘His Lorvsmir.—But you affirm as a fact 
that it is for the benefit of the ship. 

Mr. Mysunan.—I take it as a fact until i 
is disproved. agents have never im- 
pugned the accounts rendered to them by the 
captain, 

Mr, Drumaoxp.2If we had not impugned 
them we should not have refused to pay them, 
and should never been here. If you 
hhad only sent in a bill for thi ‘supplied,

rendered to the agents by the captain.

Capt, Nztsox said the vouchers were in 
Court, ‘and had been passed over to Capt.

‘The summons was taken out to show cause 
why Capt. Nelson should not give over the 
accounts to the new captain, and the Court 
directed him to do it. ‘They were never in 
any hands, but were banded over to Capt.

Mr. Mypurcm submitted that, in the case 
of the Faithful, quoted by his learned friend, 
fan expressed constituency of a certain agency 
‘was proved, and upon that ground the claim 
was thrown out. Hero there was not such 
notice, and, as he no means of 
knowledge as far as the plaintiff was concerned. 
In regard to the case of the Eleanor Sophia, 
judgment was given on the ground of fraud 
being proved.

Planaif, sworn, aaid-Defendant hired my 
houseboat on the 5th February, I do not think 
the number of days was specified. Another 
personletit for me. I have not been paid the 
money. 

W. Harris, sworn, said—I am ine 
terested in the letting of Mr. Jansen’s house- 
boats. Mr. Sharp came to me on the 5th 
February and asked fora houseboat. The rate 
of charge agreed upon was $3.50 per day ; no 
numberof days was epecified. That included 
everything, as well as the six coolies and the 
lowdab. ‘The boat went away to the best of 
my belief on the same day, the Sth; it 
returned on the 25th, making in all 21 days ; 
and, at $3.50 a day, it altoy ‘amounts to 
si T received Tis. 20 from Mr. Sharp 

ing, and this leaves the balance of the 
claim. I Lave applied for payment, but, Air. 
Sharp has refused to pay me. 

To Defendant.—We pay 25 dollar cents to 
cach coolie. I advanced the lowdah $12 for 
the coolies before they started. We let boats 
for profit. 

Defendant asked why he had received an 
account from plaintiff of $42.69, while the 
sum now was for $46. Pl also sum- 
moned him for 21 days hire, while he had the 
boat only 20 days. 

Witness said he had at first charged $42.90 
for 20 days, as he had not anticipated any 
trouble with Mr. Sharp ; but as the matter 
had been carried ou to this extent he had 
summoned for 21 days, being the whole time 
defendant had the boat 

Defendant, sworn, sai

commenced on the 5th, and I delivered up the 
morning of the 24th.

A clear conception of the involved 
ean only be reached by the perusal of the 
letters which passed between the parties, I

material to the case, in their proper order.

Michie, by his Attorney, 0. J. King ; David 
Hean, and J..G. Linstead, by their Attorney 

John Ashton, acting as Trustees of the estate 
of Lindsay & Co., wrote the following letter to 




















‘Mesera, Smith Archer & Co. 
“Referring to several conversations be- 
tween your Mr. Blydenburgh and Mr. Asi 





ton, on the subject of the renewal of lease of 
thefQuong Loony Property, we now place be- 
fore you the terms which we believe have 
‘been inutually agreed upon, 

“You to.continue in possession of the 
premises as tenants, from the lst day of Jan- 
uary 1872, to the ist day of December of the 
sauie year, upon the same terms, and cow 
tious, as contained in the lease now existing, 
which bears date the 29th day of June 1869.”

“We much regret to say that it is not in 
our power to consider the transaction as

etween Mr. Taylor and Mr. Blydenburgh, 
which was in itself incomplete, and which 
was materially altered by written communi- 
cations subsequently.” 

To this Messrs. Smith Archer & Co. res- 
ponded on the Ist July 1872, as follows :— 

“In reply to your letter of the 29th ultimo, 
relative to the Quong Loong Property now oc 
cupied by us, we beg to inform you that, in our 
opinion, our letter of that date completes the 
contract for the purchase of the property, aud 
we must decline to re-open the subject.’ 

On the 19th of December 1872, the ‘Trustees 
named wrote to Messrs, Smith Archer & Co, 
as follows :— 

“In order to obtain the title deeds of the 
Quong Loong Property from England, we 
Rave had to make arrangements with the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank, and the Man- 
ager has asked us to obtain from you a letter 
promising to pay them Sixty Thoisand Taels 
(Tle. 60,000), the amount of your purchase 
on receipt ofthe necessary title deed. 

You please forward the letter to Mr. 


‘On the 8th January 1873, they wrote as 
follows 

«With reference to the transfer of that por- 
tion of the property known as the Quong 
Loong, which has been purchased by you, we 
beg to inform you that we have made the ne- 
cessary arrangements with the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank to take up the mortgage in 
England, and on receipt of the title deeds, 
which may be expected here about April next, 
we shal] be prepared to complete the transfer, 

ee ee ee 

“Tt is further understood that until such 
time as we are enabled to comhplete the trans- 
fer of your purchase, you are to occupy the 
premises as tenants at the same yearly rental 
‘as you have previously paid, pro-rata for the 
time ocenpied. 

‘On the 7th of August 1873, Mr. Ashton 
wrote to Mr. Blydenburgh, of the house of 
Smith Archer & Co., as follow: 

“You will be glad to hear that the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank have received a tele- 

ram from London, dated the Slst July, as fol- 
fows—‘ Adamson — mortgage now ‘settled 
£25,000." We may expect the papers about 
the end of next month.” 

‘On the 8th September 1873, Messrs. Smith 
Archer and Co, wrote to the “Trustees as fol- 
low: 

“In view of the long and unreasonable 
delay on your part in fulfilling the agreement 
made between us many months ago, which 
delay has occasioned us much annoyance and 
jnconvenienge, besides expense and loss, we 
now beg to notify you that, unless clear and

Should you be 
willing, however, to release us at once from 
said agreems e shall be, quite satisfied to 
have yon do s0, and we would be glad to have 
you inform us without delay whether you can 
$0 release us oF not.” 

‘On the 10th of September 1873, the Trustees 
responded to this letter as follows 

“We are in receipt of your letter of the

On reference to the correspondence which

ing us that the papers had reached Shanghai, 

“eWill you kindly produce immediately to 
us or our legal adviser, Mr. Eames, the evi- 
dence of your title and your authority to 
transfer the property ? 

wT WWo are desirous of closing the matter at 
once, ifthe ttle proves to be perfect, aa the 
writer is preparing to leave for home very 

soon.” 

On the 27th of January the Trustees res- 
ponded as follows :— 

“We are in receipt of your letter of the

singe the Sth inst as to the title. deeds of the 
rroperty occupied by you, and requesting us 
fo proce immediately to you, or your legal 
adviser, Mr. Eawes, the evidence of our title, 
and our authority to transfer. , 

“We think there must be some error in 
this matter when you imply there is remis: 
ness on our part in delaying the trausfer of 
the property in question. As long back asa 
fortnight ago, we handed to Mr. Rennie all 
the papers he asked for, which after cuneult- 
ing ‘with Mr. Eames he returned to us. We 
have heard nothiug officially from either of 
those gentlemen on the subject, and are 


wish the matter 
concluded as early as possible, as we are in 
the meantime paying » heavy interest to the 
Bank on the amount of your; money. 
‘Gn the Sed of February 1944, Mesare. Sith 
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Archer & Co., in liquidation, wrote to the 
Trustees as follows :— 
“Since the receipt of your favor of 27th 
January, we have received from the hands of

‘A paper purporting to be a copy of Messrs. 
Lindsay & Co.'s Deed of Composition. 2ud.—

‘Prustees under said Deed of Composition, which 
Papers we now return, and we bey to inform

purporting to, be a copy of Messrs. Lindsay 
_-& Co.'s Deed of Composision is not properly 
authenticated. 2nd.—Becanse there appears 
upon the registry of the said land at H.B.M.’s 
Consulate, & mortgage in favor of Hon, Mrs. 
Lindsay for 3rd.—The Chinese’ title 
deed does not appear upon the Register, and 
no title deeds have been produced to us. 

“We therefore beg to notify you that we 
shall henceforth treat our negotiations for the 
purchase of the Quong Loouis property a8 at 
an end, and that we shall vacate the premises 
as early as possible, without prejudice to our 
claims for damages for your breach of con- 
tract.” 

On the 4th February, Messrs, Miller & Liteh- 
field wrote to Messrs, Smith Archer & Co. as

With roga'd to your objections to title :—Ist, 
please state precisely your objections to copy 
of Lindsay & Co.'s Deed of Composition, and 
more particularly what authentication you 
cousider necessary.—2ud, a8 to mortgage in 
favor of Hon, Mrs. Lindsay.

of propor title deeds (Chinose), which ean be 
inspected. ‘The original title deeds are in the 
‘custody of the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank, 
and are open to inspection (and iu fact, we 
believe, have already been inspected by’ Mr. 
Ronnie’ upon the purchasers’ bebalf.) 

“We are instructed on behalf of our clients 
to ask you to complete the purchase at as 
early a day as possible to avoid unnecessary 
Jitigation ; and to ask you at once to acquaint 
us with any other objections you may have. 

‘To this letter Mr. Eames responded on the 
1Gth February 1874, as follows :— 

“ Messrs, Smith Archer & Co. have laced 
in my hands your letter to them dated the 4th 
inst., and I beg to inform you that, since the 
first ‘objection to the titie offered, namely, 
that the intending vendors have produged no 
sufficient evidence of their authority, as Trus- 
tees of Messrs. Lindsay & Co.’s estate, still 
remains in full force, it seems to me innmaterial 
Whether you ean or cannot remove the other 
ahjestions ; and Messrs, Swith Archer & Co. 
sill refuse to accept the proffered title. 

In addition to the letters thus set forth, 
there have been produced two copies of a 
Deed of Arrangement, dated in 1866, between 
Hugh Hamilton Lindsay aud others, trading 
at Shanghai and elsewhere under the style oF 
firm of iy and Company, and their ere- 
ditors. One copy is that which was shown 
to the defendants. ‘Lhe other, according to 
Mr. Ashton’s testimony, wasreceived in Shang- 
hai “by the last English mail,” say on the 
24th of March ultimo. ‘The former copy bears 
no authenticating stamp, seal, or certificate. 
‘The latter is stamped on each page, “The 
London Baukiuptey Court, Office copy,” but 
has no other, or different, authentication. 
‘There have been produced also the Mortgage 
Deeds granted on the property in question in 
favour of the Hen. Mrs. Lindsay, and a Title 
Deed in the form usual in Shanghai in the 
name of Hugh Hawilton Lindsay, dated Jan- 
wary 20th 1874. According to the evidence 
of Mr. Ashton, this Title Deed and the Mort- 

age ieeds were in the hands of the Trustees 
on the 4th day of February last. 

‘The first question which vccurs is in ro- 
gard to the status of the parties on the,10th 
of January 1874, and the proper force aud 
effect of te letter of that date. 

T find no difficulty in reaching the conelu- 
sion that the delay which had occurred prior 
to the 10th of January had been so great and 































































































unreasonable, that the Defendants were not 
longer bound to accept the property. 

If there could be any doubt entertained 
upon this point the language of Mr. Miller, 
of the petitioner's Counsel, might set the 
question at rest. He made no argument at 
all to indicate the binding force of the origi- 
nal agreement, but on the contrary spoke of 
the letter of the 10th of January as virtually 
setting up a new contract. But if his language 
had been different, [ should have still held to 
‘the conclusion that the original contract had 
heen brought toa close so long ago’ as the 
1Gth of October 1873, under the terins of the 
defendants’ letter of that date. 

Having so determined this question, it is 
easy to determine the effect of the letter men- 
tioned. Indeed the letter stands by itself, and 
noeds no explanation beyond the explanation 
of its rely voluntary character which has 
just been The defendants h i 

n it under no pressure of an obligation which 
lit justly be eousidered as still binding 
them, they had the right to use in it suel 
terms, and to express such conditions as they 
saw fit. 

‘The terms which they did use are these: 
“We are prepared to accept the title to the 
property should the papers be found entirel 
in order, and the title satisfactory. We shall 
be glad to have the matter finally settled 
within the next fortnight if possible.” 

On the 3rd day of February they declare 
that the title offered is not satisfactory, and 
poivt out the reasons. On the 16th of Feb- 
ruary they again declare that the title 
not satisfactory, repeating their previous state- 
ment that the Deed of Arrangement was not 
auth J, and saying that, in the presence 
itw not material whether 
other objections previously mentioned by them 
could oF could not be removed. 

Telias been mentioned that the Deed of Ar- 
rangement referred to has been produced to 
the Court, and that it lacks proper authentica- 
tion. 

‘The objection taken on this ground was 
therefore well taken. 

Ttappears, however, that another copy of the 
Deed of Arrangement has been received at a 
later moment, and that this bears an authen- 
ticating stamp

Itis.to be said here that the defendants’ 
letter of the 10th of January contemplated 
a delay of a fortnight, or but little beyond a 
fortnight. Down fo the 3rd of Febraary more 
than three weeks had expired. Down again 
to the 16th of February more than five weeks 
had run by, and before the authenticated 
deed came, tivo and a half months had passed. 

‘The delay thus indicated certainly put it 
beyond the competency of the petitioners to 
enforce the acceptance of the title under the 
terms of the letter of the 10th of January, 
and leaves me, { think, no alternative but to 
dismiss the petition. 

My Associates agree in approving each step 
of the foregoing statement and argument. 

It is not incumbent to go further 
into the case, and I shall refrain from doing &0 
excepting to point out th Deed 
of Arrangement is not authenticated in 
manner that I ean at all pass upon its ch: 
ter ; that the documents produced do not show 
any formal cancellation of the mortgage in 
favor of Mrs. Lindsay ; and that the 
deed stands in the name of Hugh Hamilton 
Lindsay and is dated long subsequent to the 
Deed of Arrangement. 

These objections, or failures, if they really 
be such, could have been removed, I think, i 
the Petitioners had ‘produced an auth 
tion of the Deed of Arrangement by H. 
Supreme Court at this port, or if they had 
produced a Certificate of Hf. M.'s Consul, who 
is charged with the care of the Land Register 
in question, to the effect that the Deed of 
Arrangement lad been noted, and that no 
reason exists why the ‘Trustees should not 
transfer the estate covered by the Title Deed, 
at their pleasure. If there lias been error in 
my reasoning elsewhere, the failure of the Pe- 
itioners to produce such proof may weaken 
their cause hefore the Appellate Court in case 
an appeal shall be taken. And if no appeal 
shall be taken, the fact tlat I have pointed 
out this failure may be usefal to fature liti-
